President’s  Report. 

The  following  annual  report  of  the  retiring  President  was  read 
and  referred  to  Committee  No.  i  : 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : — In  pursuance  of  the  official  duties  imposed 
upon  me,  I  submit  for  your  consideration  and  approval,  the  following  state¬ 
ment  of  my  acts,  as  your  presiding  officer  during  the  past  Synodical  year, 
together  with  such  other  matter  as  may  pertain  to  the  general  interests  of  the 
body. 

But  first  of  all,  it  is  meet  we  should  humbly  and  gratefully  recognize  the  kind 
and  gracious  Providence  that  has  been  over  us,  and  brought  us  hitherto.  There 
is  much  reason  to  rejoice,  not  only  that  the  lives  of  all  our  brethren  have  been 
precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord — none  of  our  members  having  been  called 
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from  his  earthly  labors  by  death — but  that  generally  the  health  of  the  Lord’s 
ministers  has  been  such  as  to  enable  them  to  prosecute  the  Master’s  work  with 
wonted  energy,  and  this  they  have  done  ;  not  without  abundant  evidence  that 
the  favor  of  the  Lord  has  rested  upon  them  and  their  charges. 

Some  of  our  number,  however,  have  been  afflicted  to  the  extent  of  hav¬ 
ing  to  suspend  their  regular  work.  Our  beloved  brother,  P.  S.  Mack,  of 
Hummelstown,  is  in  very  feeble  health.  He  is  disabled  from  all  active  duty 
and  is  calmly  and  patiently  awaiting  the  call  of  the  Master  to  enter  upon  his 
reward  in  his  heavenly  kingdom.  The  Lord  be  gracious  to  him,  and  have  his 
dear  wife  and  children  in  his  tender  and  fatherly  keeping. 

Rev.  A.  N.  Warner,  of  Minersville,  has  been  disabled,  we  trust  only  tempor¬ 
arily,  by  severe  throat  troubles,  from  continuing  his  pastoral  work. 

It  is  with  great  joy  that  we  are  able  to  report  from  reliable  testimony  that  the 
health  of  our  dearly  beloved  Dr.  F.  W.  Conrad  is  gradually  improving.  It  is  our 
earnest  prayer  that  his  health  may,  in  God’s  own  time,  be  entirely  restored,  and  he 
be  given  back  to  the  service  of  the  church  for  which  he  has  ever  been  willing 
to  spend  and  to  be  spent.* 

My  official  acts  are  chiefly  the  following: 

DISMISSIONS. 

Rev.  W.  I.  Cutter,  having  removed  to  Kansas,  desired  and  obtained  a  letter 
of  honorable  dismission  from  this  body  to  the  Kansas  Synod,  Sept.  30,  1878. 

Rev.  W.  R.  McCutcheon,  having  accepted  a  call  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Susquehanna  Synod,  was  honorably  dismissed  to  that  body  from  this,  Sept.  30, 
1S7S. 

Rev.  T.  K.  Pricker,  having  taken  a  charge  within  the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Synod,  received  a  letter  of  honorable  dismission  from  this  to  that  body,  May  5, 
1S79. 

Rev.  D.  E.  Rupley,  accepting  a  call  in  the  .State  of  Minnesota,  asked  for  and 
received  a  letter  of  honorable  dismission  to  the  nearest  Synod  connected  with 
the  General  Synod,  that  being  the  Synod  of  Iowa,  June  23,  1879. 

Rev.  I.  W.  Bobst,  licentiate,  having  received  a  call  to  labor  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  was  honorably  dismissed  to  that  body,  July 
1,  1879. 

ADMISSION. 

Rev.  A.  N.  Warner,  having  been  called  to  Minersville,  presented  a  letter  of 
honorable  dismission  from  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  to  this  body,  Nov. 
22,  1S7S. 

PASTORAL  CHANGES. 

Rev.  ILL.  Dox  notified  the  President  that  he  had  resigned  the  Tremont 
charge,  intending  to  go  to  Michigan,  but  desired  for  the  present  to  retain  his 
membership  in  this  body,  Nov.  17,  1878. 

Rev.  A.  N.  Warner,  on  account  of  failing  health,  resigned  the  Minersville 
charge,  Oct.  18,  1878. 

*The  Rev.  Doctor  appeared  during  Synod  and  was  most  warmly  received.  He  made  sev¬ 
eral  brief  and  excellent  addresses  during  Synod. 
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I  was  informed  by  Rev.  H.  Gotwald,  president  of  Susquehanna  Synod,  that 
licentiate  Charles  Sechrist  accepted  a  call  to  the  Mt.  Carmel  charge,  Feb.  3, 
1S79,  but  have  had  no  communication  from  this  brother  himself. 

The  Shaefferstown  charge  extended  a  call  to  Rev.  M.  Fernsler,  which  he 
accepted,  entering  upon  his  duties  there,  Dec.  I,  187S. 

Rev.  Geo.  C.  Henry  accepted  a  call  to  the  Berrysburg  charge,  and  entered 
sipon  his  labors  there,  July  2,  1879. 

The  Kintnersville  charge,  now  so  named,  lately  formed’ out  of  a  larger  charge 
In  connection  with  old  Pennsylvania  Synod,  called  licentiate  O.  H.  Melcher  to 
^abor  among  them  as  pastor,  July  25,  1879.  Having  accepted  this  call,  the 
charge  under  him,  rather,  perhaps,  some  portion  of  it,  as  we  are  informed,  will 
(present  an  application  sometime  during  this  convention  to  be  received  into  this 
Body.  The  Synod  will  use  its  discretion  in  the  case  when  it  comes  up.  Li¬ 
centiate  P.  C.  Croll  accepted  a  call  to  Womelsdorf,  and  entered  upon  his  pas¬ 
toral  duties  there,  Aug.  19,  1879. 

INSTALLATION. 

Rev.  M.  Fernsler  was  installed  in  the  Shaefferstown  charge,  [an.  1,  1879, 
IRevs.  J.  Peter  and  W.  S.  Porr  officiating. 

CORNER-STONE  LAYING. 

The  laying  of  a  coiner-stone,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  took  place  at 
Pleasantville,  in  the  charge  of  Rev.  E.  Daron,  June  8,  1879.  The  building  is 
Jto  be  commodious  and  substantial. 

DEDICATIONS. 

The  Messiah  Lutheran  church,  at  the  corner  of  16th  and  Jefferson  streets, 
Philadelphia,  was  dedicated  on  the  last  Sabbath  of  April.  The  completion  and 
•dedication  of  this  fine  edifice  was  an  occasion  of  great  joy.  The  congregation, 
To  whose  liberality,  zeal,  and  piety  this  church  is  an  honorable  testimonial,  and 
The  Synod,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  completion  of  this  handsome,  sub¬ 
stantial,  and  commodious  church. 

A  very  tasteful,  unique,  and  commodious  church,  was  dedicated  at  Middle- 
Town,  within  the  Synodical  year.  It  is  an  ornament  to  the  town,  and  an  honor 
To  the  church  and  community  by  whose  zeal  and  liberality  it  was  built. 

A  substantial  brick  church  at  Mt.  Eden,  Lancaster  county,  was  dedicated 
with  appropriate  services,  May  II,  1879. 

The  Synod  at  its  last  meeting  (see  minutes,  p.  37),  referred  the  application 
of  Rev.  Geo.  Rogers,  of  the  Congregational  church,  for  reception  into  this 
Synod,  to  the  Philadelphia  Conference  with  specific  instruction  in  the  case. 
Having  been  officially  notified  of  the  action  of  said  Conference  admitting  this 
brother  to  membership  in  this  body,  I  gave  formal  notice  of  the  same,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  Synod,  through  the  Observer,  Nov.  19,  1878.  This  brother  is  there¬ 
fore  regularly  a  member  of  this  body. 

I  very  respectfully  and  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  consid¬ 
eration  of  the ’question  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived  for  a  division  of  the 
territory  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  into  two  Synodical  districts. 
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The  reasons  which  seem  to  justify  the  consideration  of  such  a  question  at 
this  time  are  chiefly  the  following : 

1.  This  body  is  numerically  the  largest  in  the  General  Synod.  Its  present 
roll  of  76  clerical  members  is  more  than  twice  the  average  roll  of  the  Synods 
in  the  General  Synod,  that  number  being  a  little  less  than  33,  whilst  this  Synod 
numbers  ten  in  excess  of  double  the  average. 

2.  As  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  (Art.  II.  Sec.  1)  fixes  the 
ratio  of  representation  at  one  for  every  eight  clerical  members  in  the  District 
Synods  up  to  40,  but  beyond  that  rapidly  abridges  that  ratio,  with  the  well  un¬ 
derstood  purpose  of  discouraging  the  growth  of  District  Synods  beyond  that 
number,  and  supplying  a  strong  motive  for  division  when  it  is  much  exceeded,  it 
becomes  the  duty  of  this  Synod  to  consider  the  relative  disadvantage  it  suffers 
in  comparison  with  other  Synods  of  the  General  Synod,  in  respect  to  the  very 
important  matter  of  equal  representation  in  that  body. 

3.  The  inconvenience  and  expense  of  attending  the  annual  conventions  of 
so  large  a  body,  and  scattered  over  such  an  extent  of  territory,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  difficulty,  if  not  the  absolute  impossibility  of  getting  entertainment  for 
the  Synod,  except  in  a  few  of  the  largest  charges,  are  sufficient  reasons  for 
serious  inquiry  into  the  expediency  of  territorial  division. 

4.  And  finally,  does  not  all  experience  prove  that  small  bodies,  having  in¬ 
terests  largely  of  a  local  nature  to  attend  to,  are  better  adapted  to  do  their  work 
expeditiously,  harmoniously,  and  satisfactorily  than  those  of  larger  numbers  and 
more  promiscuous  and  general  character  ? 

Other  matters  of  general  interest  and  great  importance,  which  might  be  al¬ 
luded  to  in  this  paper,  will  doubtless  come  up  in  the  regular  order  of  business, 
and  may  be  passed  by  here.  Having  now  enjoyed  the  honors  and  attempted 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  this  high  office  for  the  term  of  two  consecutive 
years,  I  return  it  to  you  with  a  deep  consciousness  of  the  imperfect  manner  in 
which  I  have  been  able  to  discharge  its  functions  ,  and  yet  with  a  lively  and 
■very  grateful  sense  of  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  with  which  you  have 
treated  my  humble  attempts  to  serve  in  this  capacity.  I  fervently  invoke  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  you  personally,  and  upon  the  labors  and  counsels  of 
this  convention.  Respectfully  submitted,

Report  of  Committee  No.  9.— On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  to  every  lover  of  our  Redeemer  and  his 
church,  that  a  single  report  of  pastoral  character  should  not  be  of  a  high  and 
hopeful  spirit,  nor  contain  the  assurances  of  a  large  and  glorious  increase  of 
membership.  As  the  desire  of  eveiy  true  and  faithful  minister  of  Jesus  is  that 
“  He  may  see  ”  in  his  servants’  toils,  “  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  be  satisfied  ” 
with  the  whitened  harvest  of  regenerated  souls,  so  is  the  joy  of  the  pastoral 
husbandman,  when  “  the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  prospers  in  his  hand.” 
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When  a  time  of  dearth  in  spiritual  husbandry  occurs,*  the  earnest  minister 
cries  out,  with  the  ancient  servant  of  the  Most  High,  “  O,  that  my  head  were 
waters  and  mine  eyes  a  fountain  of  tears,  that  I  might  weep  day  and  night  for 
the  slain  of  the  daughter  of  my  people  !”  And  the  question  of  painful  surprise 
breaks  forth,  “  Is  there  no  balm  in  Gilead  :  is  there  no  physician  there  ?  Why 
then  is  not  the  hurt  of  my  people  recovered  ?” 

In  the  reports  read  at  this  convention  there  are  the  opposites  of  fruitfulness 
and  dearth  in  the  fields  of  our  ministry,  while  the  labors  of  all  appear  to  have 
been  untiring  and  energetic.  Still  the  work  of  the  entire  Synod  has  been  a 
gain  in  numbers,  and  an  advancement  in  all  that  dignifies  and  ennobles  the 
church  before  the  world.  Many  have  been  largely  favored  in  their  labors,  by 
ingatherings,  while  others  have  been  denied  the  gratification  such  prosperity 
affords. 

The  peculiar  features  of  Lutheran  preparation  of  the  young  for  admission  to 
active  membership  in  the  church,  by  catechetical  instruction,  have  not  been 
marred  by  inattention  or  neglect,  neither  has  pastoral  visitation  been  forgotten, 
while  Sunday-school  instruction  has  been  untiringly  followed  up.  These  great 
and  important  modes  of  labor  in  the  church,  are  among  the  appliances  which, 
next  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  in  sermons  and  sacraments,  demand  our 
most  earnest  attention. 

Your  Committee  congratulate  the  Synod  on  the  preservation  in  practice  of 
these  distinctive  features  of  our  church,  and  trust  that  they  may  never  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  unimportant  or  obsolete. 

They  also  feel  that  while  onward  is  the  watchword,  the  ambassadors  of  our 
Master  in  our  church  will  continue  to  hold  up,  in  fervency  of  spirit,  the  banner 
blushing  with  the  crimson  tints  of  atonement,  th  at  they  may  enlist  the  hosts  of 
the  rebellious  for  Christ,  till  a  ripe  world  is  plucked  by  the  hand  of  God.

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Rev.  D.  P.  Rosenmiller  presented  the  report  of  the  committee 
to  revise  the  Order  of  Business.  The  consideration  of  the  report 
was  deferred  to  its  regular  order. 

It  was  ordered  that  hereafter  the  committees  report  in  their  reg¬ 
ular  order. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Home  Missions. 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Home  Missions  would  report  to  Synod  that 
during  the  past  year  two  missions  within  our  bounds  were  aided  by  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions.  These  are  located  in  Phoenixville  and  Chalfont ;  Rev.  S. 
S.  Palmer  and  B.  B.  Collins  are  the  missionaries.  From  the  Parochial  Reports 
we  learn  that  these  missions  are  prospering.  The  amount  paid  by  our  Treas¬ 
ury  to  Home  Missions  during  the  year  is  $1,893.95. 

There  are  at  present  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Plome  Missions 
in  the  General  Synod  forty-seven  missions.  These  contain  sixty-three  congre¬ 
gations,  4183  members,  fifty-two  Sunday-schools,  5433  scholars.  There  are 
forty  houses  of  worship  and  nine  parsonages  belonging  to  the  missions.  Three 
new  churches  are  in  process  of  construction. 

The  Board  is  doing  all  it  can  with  the  limited  means  furnished  it  by  the 
church.  There  are  many  points  within  our  own  bounds,  as  well  as  in  the  Great 
West,  that  should  receive  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions.  Therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  will  make  every  possible  effort  to  raise  our  quota  for 
Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension.

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Report  of  Committee  No.  l.—President’s  Report. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  the  Report  of  the  President  was  committed,  learn 
from  it  the  gratifying  fact  that  four  new  churches  were  dedicated  during  the  past 
year;  one  at  Mt.  Eden,  Lancaster  county,  another  at  Middletown,  the  St.  Mat¬ 
thew’s  in  the  Lionville  charge,  and  Messiah  in  Philadelphia. 

When  the  stringency  of  the  times  is  considered,  together  with  the  fact  that 
these  houses  of  worship  are  all  large  and  beautiful,  tastefully  finished  and  fur- 
ished,  involving  an  expenditure  of  not  less  than  $55,000,  then  we  will  be  in  a 
condition  to  appreciate  the  propriety  of  the  President’s  remark — that  “both  the 
congregations  and  the  Synod  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  dedication  of  so 
line  and  commodious  church  edifices.” 

The  only  matter  in  the  report  needing  special  attention  is  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  to  consider  the  question  of  dividing  this  Synod  into  two  smaller  bodies. 
In  favor  of  this  are  assigned  the  following  reasons  : 

(See  President’s  Report). 

These  reasons  are  weighty  and  deserving  of  careful  consideration,  especially 
the  one  in  relation  to  the  small  number  of  places  in  which  Synod  can  be  ac¬ 
commodated,  in  consequence  of  which  the  burden  and  expense  connected  with 
each  synodical  meeting  fall  upon  a  very  small  proportion  of  our  churches. 

Yet,  though  we  feel  the  force  of  this  and  the  other  arguments  advanced,  we 
doubt  the  propriety  of  taking  any  steps  looking  to  a  division  of  this  body,  for 
the  following  reasons  : 

1.  Serious  difficulties  would  at  once  present  themselves  if  a  division  were  to 
be  attempted  ;  such  as  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  present  indebtedness 
of  Synod — the  decision  as  to  which  of  the  two  portions  should  retain  the  hon  • 
ored  name  of  “East  Pennsylvania  Synod;’’  for  in  consequence  of  the  glorious 
work  inaugurated  by  this  body  and  prosecuted  with  such  grand  results,  the  old 
name  has  become  very  precious  to  all  its  members. 

2.  Troubles  between  adjacent  Synods  frequently  arise  along  their  borders 
so  that  the  multiplication  of  Synods  is  equivalent  to  multiplying  sources  of  mis¬ 
understandings  and  controversies  of  an  inter-synodical  character. 

3.  Large  synods,  though  it  be  somewhat  more  difficult  to  secure  quickness 
and  harmony  of  action,  yet  carry  with  them  a  weight  of  influence  not  possible 
to  smaller  bodies.  In  our  case  there  is  an  especial  reason  why  this  Synod 
should  be  sufficiently  large  to  command  great  respect  and  exert  strong  influence. 
This  reason  is  found  in  the  fact  that  our  work  lies  on  territory  occupied  con¬ 
jointly  with  us  by  the  largest  synod  in  the  country,  in  consequence  of  which  it 
is  exceedingly  important  that  the  individual  members  and  congregations  have 
the  moral  support  of  a  strong  and  influential  body. 

For  these  reasons,  your  committee,  though  it  is  of  opinion  that  the  time  for  a 
division  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania  is  not  as  yet  at  hand,  never¬ 
theless  recommend  the  consideration  of  the  subject  to  the  four  Conferences  of 
this  Synod.

Report  of  Committee  No.  6.— Minutes  of  Lebanon  Conference. 

The  following  majority  report  was  presented  : 

To  your  Committee  was  given  for  examination  the  Minutes  of  the  Lebanon 
Conference.  To  this  duty,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  they  have  attended,  and 
find  that  the  brethren  of  this  Conference  have  been  active  during  the  year  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  Master’s  work.  In  addition  to  the  preaching  of  the 
Word,  the  cause  of  Temperance,  Sunday-schools,  and  Women’s  Missionary 
Societies  have  had  due  consideration,  in  addition  to  all  other  matters  of  a  busi¬ 
ness  character  claiming  their  attention. 

1.  On  page  492  of  their  Minutes  is  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Conference  will  not  hereafter  elect  as  an  advisory  mem¬ 
ber  any  one  belonging  to  another  ecclesiastical  body,  against  whose  practice 
and  principles  it  is  to  reciprocate  such  courtesy. 

This  resolution  their  Secretary  was  directed  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  tlje 
Committee  appointed  in  these  Minutes,  with  a  view  no  doubt  of  having  it  by 
them  brought  to  the  notice  of  Synod.  In  respect  to  this  the  Committee  feel 
that  they  have  discharged  their  duty  ;  but  still  beg  leave  to  say  that,  in  their 
estimation,  said  resolution  is  contrary  to  thet  principles  and  practices  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  and  the  teachings  of  the  Gospel,  and  consequently  had  better 
be  stricken  from  their  Minutes. 

2.  On  page  481  we  find  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  whereas  two  important  congregations  served  by  the  Rev.  M 
Fernsler  are  in  the  bounds  of  this  Conference,  we  request  Synod  to  take  such 
action  as  will  lead  to  the  transfer  of  the  pastor  and  charge  to  this  body. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  transfer  be  made.

Report  on  the  Orphans’  Home. 

Your  chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Orphans’  Home  would  report  that  they 
visited  the  Home  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
They  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  condition  of  the  Home  and  inquired 
into  its  management,  studied  the  wants  of  the  Home,  and  the  best  way  of  meet¬ 
ing  its  necessities  for  the  future.  They  are  able  to  say  that  the  condition  of 
the  Home  is  satisfactory  in  the  main,  only  they  regret  to  say  that  the  contribu¬ 
tions  from  the  church  for  the  support  of  the  fatherless  are  quite  inadequate. 
Were  it  not  that  we  have  about  an  equal  number  of  soldiers’  orphans,  from  which 
wrederive  a  small  revenue,  we  would  not  be  able  to  keep  one-half  of  our  present 
attending  church  orphans.  The  plan  of  removing  the  debt  of  the  Home, 
amounting  to  nearly  $3,000,  published  in  the  Observer  and  approved  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  (see  Minutes)  is  meeting  with  favor  and  encouragement,  and  we  trust 
will,  ere  long,-  lead  to  the  extinction  of  the  debt. 

Your  Committee  invite  the  attention  of  members  of  this  Synod  to  the  con¬ 
tinual  claims  of  the  Home,  and  ask  that  they  will  not  fail  to  be  liberal  in  its 
support.

NINTH  SESSION. 


Tuesday,  Sept.  23,  9  a.  m. 

Opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Weber. 

Minutes  read  and  approved. 

Report  of  Delegates  to  General  Synod- 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  report,  that  they  attended  the  twenty- 
ninth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  which  assembled  in  Wooster,  Ohio,  J une 
1 1— 18,  1879.  The  delegation  was  filled  by  the  appearance  of  one  ministerial 
and  several  lay  alternates.  The  sessions  were  characterized  by  unusual  earnest¬ 
ness,  and  the  most  delightful  harmony. 

Reports  were  received  and  carefully  considered  from  all  the  regularly  estab¬ 
lished  Boards  of  the  Church,  and  much  new  business  was  dispatched. 
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The  great  interests  of  our  Church,  ecclesiastical,  educational,  and  missionary, 
are  in  general,  in  a  healthy  and  encouraging  condition.  Nothing  but  our  own 
unfaithfulness  and  inefficiency  can  hinder  the  rapid  increase  and  usefulness  of 
our  Zion  ;  for  most  assuredly,  “  the  lines  have  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places, 
and  ours  is  a  goodly  heritage.” 

Several  items  require  special  notice : — 

1.  The  subject  of  Women's  Missionary  Societies  received  protracted  atten¬ 
tion  and  unqualified  endorsement.  It  is  believed  that  very  beneficial  results 
will  be  realized  from  this  mcst  promising  agency.  Our  own  Synod  should  not 
suffer  their  interest  in  this  good  work  to  diminish  or  expire. 

2.  A  most  delightful  feature  of  the  late  General  Synod  was  the  restoration  of 
fraternal  corresponding  relations  with  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  North  America,  generally  known  as  the  Southern  General 
Synod.  This  was  consummated  in  the  most  cordial  and  joyful  manner,  and 
gives  promise  of  being  as  permanent  as  it  was  pleasant. 

3.  The  attention  of  our  Synod  should  be  called  to  the  very  small  amount  con¬ 
tributed  by  our  congregations  to  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Synod.  It  might 
be  well  to  inquire  whether  the  people  or  their  pastors  are  responsible  for  this 
omission.  Your  delegates  would  recommend  the  reiteration  and  special 
endorsement  of  the  resolution  of  the  General  Synod  on  this  subject:  ‘‘  Resolved , 
that  each  pastor  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod  be  and  is  hereby  requested 
to  take  a  collection  annually  for  the  General  Synod  Treasury." 

4.  Your  delegates  would  recommend  similar  action  with  reference  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution:  “  Reeolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  District 
Synods  should  elect  a?id  give  credentials  only  to  such  delegates  as  are  co>i7iected 
with  their  respective  Synods  by  residence  or  Otherwise,  at  the  time  of  meeting .” 

5.  It  is  but  proper  that  cur  entire  Synod  be  certified  of  the  unexpected  dis¬ 
crepancy  between  the  amounts  apportioned  to  it  for  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  and  the  sums  contributed  by  us  for  those  objects.  The  deficiency 
in  the  one  object  of  Home  Missions  on  the  part  of  our  Synod  was  $3,414.42, 
being  very  largely  in  excess  of  any  of  the  Synods  represented  at  Wooster,  O. 
Shall  we  stand  at  the  bottom  of  the  roll  in  1881?  A  general  and  persistent 
effort  will  be  demanded  to  save  the  delegation  to  Altoona,  Pa.,  from  the  morti¬ 
fication  we  experienced.  It  will  be  necessary  to  realize  annually  $6,750,  to  meet 
the  apportionment  assigned  us.  Can  it  be  done  ? 

6.  Very  decided  steps  were  taken  toward  supplying  our  churches  at  an  early 
day  with  a  Hymn  and  Tune  Book,  and  with  a  cheaper  and  more  satisfactory 
issue  of  the  Book  of  Worship. 

7.  The  following  resolution,  it  is  thought,  should  be  repeated  and  emphasized 
by  our  Synod  ;  “  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  1880  will  be  the  semi¬ 
centennial  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  every  pastor  of  the  General  Synod  be  re¬ 
quested  to  preach  on  that  subject,  on  or  near  the  28th  day  of  June,  in  that 
year." 

8.  Definite  action  was  taken  with  reference  to  the  issue  of  the  new  Liturgy. 
Should  Synod  desire  any  expression  of  its  judgment  upon  this  publication,  it 
must  be  done  at  this  meeting. 
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9.  Your  delegates  take  pleasure  in  reporting  the  gratifying  fact  that  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  is  growing  in  numbers,  and  is  steadily  developing  the  resources  of 
its  churches.  The  late  Convention  was  perhaps  the  largest  ever  held,  and  the 
prevailing  spirit  was  that  of  an  active,  genuine  Lutheranism.

tors  and  missionaries,  whose  occupation  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  is 
not  in  the  particular  service  of  another  Synod,  shall  be  excepted  from  the  effect 
of  this  rule.

Rev.  Dr.  Swartz,  Chairman 
of  the  General  Synod’s  Committee,  made  a  statement  in  reference 
to  the  lack  of  funds  to  proceed  with  the  publication,  whereupon  it 
was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  requested  to  advance  the  money 
fi  r  he  purchase  of  the  copyright.

Report  of  Committee  No.  24.— Women’s  Home  and  Foreign 

Missionary  Societies. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  the  paper  handed  them,  was  a  letter  from 
Miss  Emma  C.  Ruthrauff,  Secretary  of  the  Women’s  Synodical  Society  of  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions.  This  letter  contains  encouraging  items  concerning 
mission  work.  Since  the  meeting  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  in  September  of  last  year,  there  have  been  organized  by  ladies  ap¬ 
pointed  for  that  purpose,  nine  missionary  societies,  including  two  auxiliary 
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societies  in  the  Harrisburg  Conference,  four  in  the  Lebanon  Conference,  and 
a  number  in  the  Easton  and  Philadelphia  Conferences,  which  have  not  as  yet 
been  reported.  And  in  addition  to  this  encouraging  work,  representatives  from 
these  societies  met  in  the  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  of  Columbia, 
and  organized  a  Synodical  Society,  in  order  to  effect  a  more  complete  organiza¬ 
tion  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Home  and  Eoreign  Missions. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  : 

1.  That  each  Conference  of  this  Synod  be  instructed  to  appoint  annually  a 
committee  of  three  ladies  to  organize  societies  within  its  bounds,  and  that  these 
ladies  appointed  by  the  Conferences  constitute  the  general  committee  of  this 
Synod. 

2.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Women’s  Synodical  Society  of  Home  and  For¬ 
eign  Missions  be  requested  to  report  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Synod 
the  amount  of  money  received  from  the  different  societies  organized  within  its 
bounds,  and  that  this  money  be  credited  to  this  Synod  as  a  part  of  its  appor¬ 
tionment  made  by  the  General  Synod.

The  advantages 
of  this  institution  are  well-known,  and  the  school  is  eminently  worthy  of  patron¬ 
age  from  parents.

Report  of  Directors  to  Theological  Seminary. 

The  undersigned,  as  your  representatives  in  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  hereby  present  their  annual  report. 

On  the  24th  day  of  last  June,  the  Board  held  the  annual  meeting  in  the  Semi¬ 
nary  edifice.  On  organizing,  Rev.  Dr.  R.  A.  Fink  was  elected  President,  Rev. 
M.  Sheeleigh,  Vice-President,  and  Rev.  E.  Breidenbaugh,  Secretary. 

A  report  was  rendered  by  the  examining  committee,  composed  of  representa¬ 
tives  from  the  several  Synods  united  in  the  control  of  the  Seminary.  They  had 
performed  the  duty  of  taking  part  in  the  examination  of  the  students  at  the  close 
of  the  Seminary  year,  and  expressed  themselves  as  being  well  satisfied  with  the 
evidences  of  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  professors  and  progress  on  the  part  of 
the  students. 

When  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Daniel  Kraber,  of  York,  read  his  annual  report, 
it  appeared  that  some  difficulty  had  been  experienced  during  the  year,  in  regard 
to  investing  a  part  of  the  permanent  fund,  consequent  upon  the  United  States 
Treasury  recalling  certain  classes  of  bonds,  and  issuing  new  bonds  at  lower 
rates  of  interest.  This  led  to  the  decision,  after  consulting  with  brethren  of 
good  judgment,  to  invest  a  portion  of  the  fund  in  church  property,  through  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension.  The  Seminary  Board  took  action  dissenting  from 
the  opinion  that  such  investments  are  sufficiently  judicious,  and  providing 
against  them  in  the  future.  A  permanent  committee  was  appointed,  to  advise 
with  the  Treasurer,  in  making  all  investments  hereafter.  The  Directors  of  no 
Synod  in  the  Board  were  more  of  one  mind  in  this  action  than  your  own. 

A  deficiency  was  reported  in  the  fund  for  replenishing  the  library,  and  meet¬ 
ing  contingencies.  It  was  therefore  resolved  to  request  the  Synods  to  add  fifty 
dollars  to  the  forty-five  now  paid  by  each  of  them,  for  future  wants.  Few 
Synods  were  found  to  have  been  prompt  in  paying  their  quota. 
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The  report  of  the  chairman  of  the  Faculty  showed  that  34  students  had  been 
in  attendance  during  the  year,  distributed  thus  in  the  three  classes:  II  in  the 
senior,  II  in  the  middle,  and  12  in  the  junior.  There  is  probably  no  increase 
indicated  for  the  coming  year.  We  cannot  refrain  from  quoting  a  certain  very 
expressive  sentence  in  the  said  report:  “It  may  be  that  we  are  beginning 
to  feel  the  effects  of  the  oft-repeated  flings  in  our  church  papers  by  irresponsible 
scribblers,  at  our  theological  students,  beneficiary  education,  and  ministerial 
supplies.  It  will  be  a  sad  day  for  our  Lutheran  Church  when  the  number  of 
those  seeking  the  ministry  is  reduced  to  meet  the  demands  of  those  who  are 
afraid  of  a  superabundant  supply.  The  wants  of  the  church  were  never  greater 
than  to-day.” 

The  professors  are  all  now  in  active  service.  Dr.  Wolf  has  returned  from 
Europe,  whither  he  had  gone  to  consult  eminent  physicians,  with  health  hope¬ 
fully  established.  Dr.  Morris  continues  to  give  the  usual  instructions  in  pulpit 
elocution.  The  Holman  and  Rice  Lectures  were  delivered  before  the  students 
near  the  close  of  the  session,  by  Drs.  Gotwald  and  Rhodes  respectively,  and 
were  received  with  much  favor. 

From  the  Librarian’s  report  it  appeared  that  only  a  limited  addition  of  vol¬ 
umes  had  been  purchased  during  the  year.  A  small  bequest  of  books  from  a 
private  library — that  of  Rev.  John  Herbst’s  widow — was  received. 

Measures  were  initiated  for  increasing  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Seminary. 
This  step  had  become  necessary  in  order  to  insure  the  needful  revenue  for  the 
full  prosperity  of  the  institution.  When  the  labor  of  gathering  the  money  shall 
be  entered  upon,  it  is  hoped  by  your  represensatives  that  a  ready  response  will 
be  given  throughout  our  churches. 

It  is  deemed  proper  to  remind  the  Synod  that  since  its  representation  in  the 
General  Synod  has  been  increased  to  seven  clerical  and  seven  lay  delegates,  its 
representation  in  the  Seminary  Board  is  by  that  fact  increased  to  the  same  de- 
gree — -being  an  addition  of  one  clerical  and  one  lay  Director.  We  yet  express 
the  hope  that  more  care  will  be  exercised  in  electing  Directors,  so  as  to  secure 
men  who  may  be  relied  upon  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  with  more 
regularity  than  appears  in  too  many  instances.

The  new  system  of  accounts  was  ordered  not  to  go  into  effect 
until  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year.

Resolved ,  That  the  Sunday-schools  of  our  Synod  be  earnestly  requested  to 
devote  the  contributions  of  at  least  one  Sunday  a  month  to  the  benevolent 
operations  of  our  Synod. 

The  President  made  appointments  of  standing  committees,  speak¬ 
ers  for  next  year,  and  delegates  to  other  bodies,  for  which  see  list 
appended  to  minutes.

Women’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies. 

Report  of  Committee  No.  24  on  Women’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Societies  (see  Ninth  Session),  action  on  the  second  item  of  which  had  been 
deferred,  was  taken  up,  and  the  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  ladies 
presented  the  following  report  : 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Women’s  Missionary  Society,  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  constitution  for  Synodical  and  auxiliary  societies.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  being  first  presented  in  a  motion 
made  and  seconded,  and,  if  required  by  the  President,  committed  to  writing; 
and  the  mover  shall  have  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  such  motion,  at  any 
time  before  the  question  is  taken. 

II.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded,  if  a  member  objects  to  its 
being  discussed,  the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question  ‘‘  Shall  this 
subject  be  discussed?”  when,  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be 
dismissed  ;  and  no  motion  thus  dismissed  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  un¬ 
less  bv  a  vote  of  the  Svnod.

III.  If  any  proposition  or  motion  under  debate  contains  two  or  more  points, 
it  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  the  vote  taken  separately. 

IV.  No  amendment  shall  be  entertained  unless  germane  to  the  motion  under 
consideration,  nor  shall  any  amendment  be  in  order  beyond  the  second  degree. 

V.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained  except — 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  To  close  debate. 

4.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  time  specified. 

6.  To  refer  to  a  standing  committee  or  the  officers  of  Synod. 

7.  To  refer  to  a  special  committee. 

8.  To  amend. 

Which  motions  shill  take  precedence  of  each  other,  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  numbered. 

VI.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member 
has  the  floor  and  is  speaking. 

VII.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  close  debate,  and  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

VIII.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

IX.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  debate,  the  motions  then  pending 
before  the  Synod  shall  be  put  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  as  provided  in 
rule  fifth. 

X.  A  motion  to  refer  or  commit  is  debatable,  but  untiPdecided  shall  preclude 
all  debate  on  the  main  question.' 

XI.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order;  but  any  member  has  a 

right  to  appeal  from  his  decision.  The  question  on  an  appeal  shall  be  stated  in 
the  following  manner :  “  Shall  the  decision  of  the  President  stand  as  the  judg¬ 

ment  of  the  Synod?”  and  until  decided  shall  preclude  all  debate  of  the  main 
question.  Debate  shall  be  allowed  only  on  appeals  taken  while  a  debatable 
motion  is  before  the  Synod. 

XII.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time  named,  shall  be  voted  on  first. 
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XIII.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  on  any’question,  when 
requested  by  five  members  of  the  Synod. 

XIV.  No  member  shall  speak  in  debate  without  first  rising  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully-addressing  himself  to  the  President.  lie  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
subject  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality;  nor  shall  he  be  interrupted,  except 
with  his  own  consent  and  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
permission  of  the  Synod. 

XVI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  any  matter  before  the 
Synod,  provided  the  chair  be  filled  by  another  member  ;  and  he  shall  have  the 
power  to  name  any  member  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  of  the  chair  when 
he  may  wish  to  vacate  it. 

XVII.  The  President  shall  nominate  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Synod. 

XVIII.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair  immediately 
after  the  organization  of  the  Synod;  and  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.
